STEPS TOWARDS ARMISTICE 


Believed Bulgaria Will Grant Turkey’s

Scores of Soldiers. 


Boston, Mass., November 14,.—Pend- 
ing the autopsy which will be held to- 
morrow, the manner of death of Miss 
Majorie G. Powers, whose body was 
found today lying face down ina partly 


mained uncertain tonight. 

The girl went to the hotel] yesterday 
afternoon .with a man who sigmed the 
names of “Mr. ang Mrs. Davis.’’ The 
man left later. This morning when re- 
peated telephone calls failed to be an- 
swered from the room the door was 
forced and the body found. 

Soon after the police were notified 
they visited the Faneuil hall market, 
where Miss Powers was employed as a 
stenographer and took into custody on 
suspicion her employer, Arthur T. Cum- 
ings. He was detained at police head- 
quarters tonight, though not under ar- 
rest. Mr. Cumings is the head of a 
produce concern bearing his name and 
lives in Winthrop. He is 53 years old 
ang married. 

Medical Examiner Magrath, who 
Viewed the body, declared he was un- 
able, from a superficial examination, to 
determine the cause of death. He found 
the body lying face down in the bath 
tub, and nude. There was 11 inches of 
water in the tub and the girl's head 
was entirely submerged. There were 
no evidences of poison. 

Miss Powers was 26 years old and 
lived with her mother, Mrs. Richard 
Powers. She left home about noon 
yesterday, saying she hag a day off, 
as business was dull. 

When she did not return last night 
her mother became worried and today 
her sister notified the police that she 


was missing. 

Thomas ang James Powers, brothers 
of the dead girl, live in Pasadena, Cal., 
while a younger brother and sister live 
at home.

London, November 14.—Turkey has 
now formally appealed to Bulgaria for 
peace, thus forestalling @&he tardy ac- 
tion of the European concert towards 
médiation. No armistice has yet been 
concluded; difficulties have arisen 
about the terms. 

It is said that Bulgaria demands the 
evacuation of Adrianople, Scutari and 
Monastir as a condition of agreeing to 
an armistice. Negotiations, however, 
‘ continue. 

Fall of Adrianople Rumored. 


The c®nsorship is again exceedingly 
severe, and it is difficult to arrive at 
any cofrect idea of the military posi- 
tion. The fall of Adrianople is ru- 
mored from both Servian and Turkish 
sources, but this is still unconfirmed. 

Another report says the Bulgarians 
have occupied Hademkoui, twenty-one 
miles from Constantinople. If this is 
true, it is a very important capture, as 
that town is Nazim Pasha’s staff head- 
quarters. 

While the Vienna Reichspost corre- 
spondent with the Bulgarian army re- 
ports what he describes as ‘‘murderous 
fighting’ along the MTchatalja lines, 
Turkish official reports deny that 
there has been any serious fighting 
there for several days.- 

With regard to other points, an i{m- 
provement in the weather has per- 
mitted the resumption of the Monte- 
negrin attacks against the Turkish 
positions around Scutari, with some 
success. 

Battic Imminent at Monastir. 

A battle is imminent at. Monastir, 
where the garrison has endeavored to 
make terms for its surrender, but im- 
posed conditions which the Servian 
crown prince was unable to grant. 

Should an attack on Monastir be 

e the Turks are not expected to 
offer serious resistance to the com- 
bined Servian and Greek aries, ana 
its fate is likely to be the same as 
Saloniki's. : 

The Greeks continue their march te- 
ward Janfna:. They have now taken 
Metsovo, a few miles to the northeast. 

A report through Bucharest places 
the Bulgarian losses in the war at a 
far greater figure than has yet been 
estimated. According to this report 
the killed and wounded number be- 
tween sixty and eighty thousand, out 
of a total! of three hundred and twenty 
tiousand men, and it is pointed out, 
after allowance is made for holding 
the line of communication, only 160,000 
gfective men are left for fighting. 

There is no development in the dip- 
lomatic situation, but an official de- 
nial has been issued at, St. Petersburg 
to reports that the Russian govern- 
ment has pronounced itself definitely 
in favor of Servia'’s claim for an Adri- 
atic port, or has sent instructions to 
the Russian ambassador at Vienna to 
that effect. 

Cholera Worse Than Bullets.

Music, Brooklyhf,, took steps. to start a 


WOODWARD DENIES) 
PLAYING POLITICS 


Will Carry Crematory Proposi- 
tion Before People 
After Extended Trip East, Mayor-Elect 


Gives Experiences of Other 
Cities. 


The imbreglio involving the $276,- 
000 crematcry project will be carried 
directly before the people. . The con- 
tract is excessive by $106,000, said 
James G. Woodward, mayor-elect, upon 
his return from an inspection of east- 
ern garbage plants, yesterday morii- 
ing, and he intimated that he was g0- 
ing to let the people judge whether 
politics or wanton extravagance is at 
the bottom of “the plot.” He said: 

“T have been dragged into this mat- 
ter by reports that I would not sign 
the warrants for the $75,000 payments 
which have been saddled on my ad- 
ministration. I have never said that f 
would not sign the warrants, but I 
did say that the contract was illegal. 
There is no politics in my attitude. 
This is too serious a proposition for 
politics or fanarticisrn-’ 

Mayor-elect Woodward did not make 
known definitely what his program 
would be or what steps he would take 
to prevent the destruction of the old 
$30,000 crematory on Rhodes street. He 
was emphatic, however, that he would 
do all in his power to urge the alder- 
manic bvard not to mclest the Ipant 
until after the $276,000 plant has been 
erected, turned over to tne city and 
accepted. 

- ‘Butld Before You Tear Down. 

‘In almost every city I visited where 
old plants were replaced with new 
ones, not one solitary instance was 
brought to my attention where it was 
absolutely necessary to build the new 
on the old site. Milwaukee’s $175,000 
plant, which burns 300 tons of gar- 
bage, was erected without molesting 
the old. The city burned its gar- 
bage in the old plant up to the very 
dav the plant was turned over by this 
very same Destructor company.” 

He said ‘that Milwaukee got a con- 
tract with the same company for a 
300-ton plant, which was erected at a 
cost of only $175,00t. Atlanta, he 
said, is getting the same plant for 
$276,000, and that it will burn fifty 
tons less than the Milwaukee  de- 
»tructor. : 

"The least it cost that city to burn 
its garbage was $1 cents a ton, and 
that it has cost as high as $2.20 per 
ton. The company guaranteed that the 
plant would burn the garbage for 45 
cents a ton. It guarantecs Atlanta a4 
minimtim cost of 25 cents a ton. It 
guaranteed 1,000 kilowatts of electric 
current to Milwaukee, but 800 has 
becn the best they could ever get out 
of it.” 

Cannot Build Plant By June. . 

Mayor-elect Woodward said that @‘s 
“bservations, based on act'al operat- 
ing reports, have convinced him that 
it-is ‘mpossible for the Destructor 
company to complete the plant in May 
or June, and cited Clifton, N. Y¥., as an 
example. He called attention to the 
contract of Paterson, N. J. 


“They must operate the plant for a 
year, and if it is not satisfactory the 


city can order it torn down and cart- 
ed away. That’s the kind of a con- 
tract Atlanta should have, and not 
one through which you can drive an 
ox team.” e 

Speaking of his stand against tear- 
ing down the old.crematory, Mayor 
Woodward declared that he was un- 
equivocally opposed to piling garhage 
on the greets.

As a result, and despite the efforts 
of Mr. von Herrmann within his jurisdiction, a tremendous portion 
of the south—vitally important from an agricultural standpoint— 
receives a large part of its weather “dope” by wire from Wash-

THE PLANK ON RURAL CREDITS. 


An interview given The Constitution recently by Colonel 
Bonnehan Cameron, former president of the Farmers’ Nationai 
congress, draws attention to one plank of the democratic plat- 
form which should be acted upon as speedily as possible by the 
new administration—that one providing for an investigation into 
the subject of rural credits, with the ultimate idea of adapting 
some of the systems now operating in Europe to conform to the 
needs of the farmers of America. 

Upon this important subject, Colonel Cameron ‘says: 


The farmer needs a reformation of the banking laws. Under the system 
now in vogue the farmer has no advantages, they have no low rates nor long- 
time loan privileges. Both are essential in the rural districts, and should be 
put into effect. The rural banking laws are antiquated. ; 


All of this is true, as The Constitution has many times pointed 
out, and represents an inequality that should be removed. It will 
be remembered that Mr. Taft has been strongly urging similar 
legislation, and the platform of the bull moose party was likewise 
committed to it.. There is, therefore, no doubt that public men of 
every party recognize the injustice of the present system and the 


need of reform. 

There is today no reason why land, the source of all wealth 
in America as elsewhere, should not be bankable collateral rank- 
ing with that now commonly used as security for loans. In the 
earlier days of the republic, wild-cat speculation made it inex- 
pedient to dignify the acres with this financial importance. Values 
have now, however, settled down and may be ascertained with as 
great a degree of certainty as practically any of the stocks. now 
quoted on the nation’s exchanges. : 

It is not only unjust, but as well a detriment to the country’s 
development, to charge the farmer, who has the best of security, a 
much larger rate of interest for money than that granted the mer- 
chant, the manufacturer, the business man generally. The subject

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DISCUSSED BY W. O. THOMPSON 


Education as a unifying force in the 
nation, as well as a lever for progress 
and upbuilding. was stressed by Wil- 
liam O. ThompSon, president of the 
Ohio State university, in the course 
of an interesting and thoughtful ad- 
dresg before the agricultural conven- 
tion in Atlanta yesterday. 

The address was scholarly and ele- | 
vating in tone, with a distinct pro- 
gressive note, and was frequently re- 
lived by flashes of humor. 

He dwelt particularly upon the con- 
stitutional objects that were urged 
against the Morrill bill and the 
charge that congress could not de- 
vote the proceeds from the sale of 
public land for the purposes of higher 
education. 

“The fears expressed that the pro- 
posed granting of public lands would 
open the way for further aid on the 
part of congress to Ulementary educa- 
tion were interesting prophecies,” he 
said. “Just now there is tn the public 
mind the question raised whether fed- 
eral aid to general education is con- 
Stitutional or has a precedent. The 
fact that in the second Morrill act of 
1899 certain restrictions were made 
as to the use of the funds, may be 
construed as congressional caution 
looking toward a closer application of 
the funds arising from this act to the 
purposes originally intended. These 
restrictions, however, could hardly be 
urged against the general policy of 
federaj aid to education, since they 
were for the obvious purpose of in- 
creasing the government's part in the 
type of education represented in the 
land grant colleges. The opinion is 
here expressed that the discussions of 
the future will not regard the prin- 
ciples embodied in the Morrill act as 
antagonistic to the ‘urther and wider 
use of federal funds to the support 
and endowment of education. On the 
other hand, adequate provision being 
made for industrial education, the 
way to a generous support of other 
types of education will be ail the 
clearer. 

Sentiment Easily Developed. 

“The preliminary movements and the 
sentiment developed vwuereby prepared 
the way for a cordia] reception of the 
Morrill act. In the great agricultural 
states tne movement was cherished by 
the more progressive farmers. It 
marks the separation of the farmers 
from their old-time allegiance to the 
belief that the three Rs formed a 


man. 

“I wish to insist upon ‘he point that 
this new educational reform sprang, 
not from the educational philosophers 
or the professional thers, but from 
the rank and file of the people them- 
selves. Professor Townshend, in Ohio, 
and Professor Turner, in _ Llinois, 
were prophets who ad a vision of 
the needs o: the plain people,. and 
they were endowed with the intelli- 
sence and the courage to express it. 


i 


“Another line of preparation in esti- 
mating the Importance of this general 
movement will be found in the char- 
acteristic features of that period of 
the century. For our starting point 
we may suggest that the ‘Origin of 
Species,” by Darwin, was published in 
1859, three years before the passag: 
of the land grant act: This may be 
taken as the beginning of-a revolution 
in the thinking and the education in 
America. Naturally it found its enthu- 
Slasm in many of the sciences related 
to agriculture, such as botany, zoolo- 
SY, not to speak of others. Both plant 
and animal life were now studied 
from the standpoint of the evolution 
ary hypothesis. 

Beginning of School Development. 

“The colleges of agriculture dealing 
in a practical way with both plant and 
animal life were the natural bomes 
of the new order of scientific thinking 
and instruction. The intellectual 
awakening that came found expression 
in the increased devotion to scientific 
Study and to philosophic’ thinking. 
When the civil war had closed the 
whole country turned anew to fortune 
building, institution bullding and the 
development of education. From this 
period is marked the wonderful de- 
velopment of our public school system. 

“The comradeship of democracy must 
recognize the equality of students be- 
fore the opportunities of the college, 
and the final test of education will be 
found not in the respectability of the 
subject studied, but in the character 
and efficiency of the student. 

An Overtiow of Benefits. 

“Tne beneficent results of higher ed- 
ucation can not be confined to the 
objects or the persons upon which 
they are expended. There is an over- 
flow of goodness, an overflow of ben- 
efits, an overflow of refinements, and 
these come back upon the government 
itself as a generous and kindly re- 
turn current that softens and amelior- 
ates the harshness so often associated 
with strong governments. 

“Il am disposed therefore to believe 
that the government's entrance iato 
the cause of education has resulted in 
making it more tiumane, more just, 
less t obe feared and more to be loved. 
I know of no agency that has done 
more to unite the north and the 
south, the east and the west, in a bond 
of common patriotism than the activi- 
ties of the government arising out of 
the organization of the department of 
agriculture, the land grant colleges, 
and the experiment stations. F 

“The semi-centennial and the’ quar- 
to-centennia! of these institutions 
seems, therefore, an appropriate time 
to express vour appreciation of what 
these institutions nave been, of what 
they are becoming, of what they have 
done, and tv renew our patriotic de- 
votion to the agencies that have done 
so much for the uplifting and inspira- 
tion of the common people.”

Miss Minnie Marchman Dies in 
~ Ashburn in Convuls‘ons, 


Atlanta Chemist Is Examining the 
Stomach of Dead Girl for Traces 
of Poison. 


Ashburn, Ga., Nov.mber 14.—(Spe- 
clal.)—-While Atlanta experts are ex- 
amining the contents of the stomach 
of Miss Minnie Marchman to finally 
determine whether the death of this 
beautiful young girl was caused by 
Poison, officers are searching for Tan 
Cleghorn, her fiance. 

At the coroner’s inquest the mother 
of the dead girl testified that 
she had died after eight convulsions 
during which she foamed at the mouth 
and gave every indication that she 
had been poisoned. The mother had 
never seen her daughter take any med- 
leine and there was no trace of any 
in the house. 

Preparations had been made for the 
Durial of Miss Marchman when the 
family physician .became suspicious as 
to the cause of the girl’s death and 
ordered the funeral stopped. Cleghorn, 
who hag been missing for four days, 
and the dead girl were sweethearts, 
't is reported, and it was commonly 
supposed that they would soon be mar- 
ried. The two visited Ashburn to- 
gether some, few days ago, it is re- 
ported, and while here Cleghorn is 
alleged to have purchased fruit and 
eandy, which he gave Miss Marchman. 
After eating these she was attacked 
with convulsions and Cied in agony. 

Promise of Marriage. 

The dead girl’s friends claim that 
Cleghorn had promised to marry her 
and that the visit to Ashburn was 
ostensibly for the purpose of getting 
a marriage license. It is stated that 
Cleghorn made some excuse for post- 
poning the marriage and the girl re- 
turned to her hom- six miles in the 
country. Cleghorn disappeared ané 
the gir] died four days after. 

Local physicians removed the girl's 
stomach and forwar- ed it to an. At- 
lanta chemist. It is expected that he 
will discover just what kM4d of poison, 
if any, Kilied the girl. 

Minnie Marchman was one of the 
belles of the lumber country and the 
iittle town of Ashburn, the county 
seat of Turner county, is very much 
wrought up over the matter. 


Discoveries Already Made. 

The stomach of the dead gir! is now 
undergoing chemical and microscopic 
examinations by Dr. John Funke, head 
pathologist and bacteriologist of the 
Carnegie laboratory of pathology. It 
already has been ascertained through 
chemical tests that the urgan was af- 
flicted with a mild form of chronic 
gastritis, which disease, in the form it 
was found to exist in the Marchman 
girl’s stomach, was not sufficient to 
produce death. 

Dr. Funke told reporters yesterday 
afternoon that he already had made 
discoveries in the stomach, but would 
not divulge his findings, saying it 
would not be advisable to tell them 
until the final examination had been 
completed. He then will be prepared 
to give expert testimony upon the 
condition of the girl's stomach at 
time of death. 

Dr. Funke is a graduate of the 
pathological department of the Jeffer- 
son Medical college, of Philadelphia. 
Two examinations will be necessary to 
determine definitely tne cause of the | 
Marchman girl's death, In event it was 
produced by disease or death-produc- 
ing particles in the stomach. The 
first will be a chemical! inspection and 
the second microscopic. Seven days 
will be required to finish the tests, 
and the stomach will be returned to 
\ehburn next Tuesday.

by early buyers and a renewal of local 
pressure.
